Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen,  professor  of  speech, 
will  leave  tomorrow  morning  from  Salt  Lake 
for  the  Hill  Cumorah  Pageant  in  Palmyra, 
New  York,  with  156  students  and  former  stu- 
dents from  BYU  and  the  Utah  area. 

ALL  OF  THE  PARTICIPANTS  in  the 
program  are  called  as  missionaries,  and  they 
are  required  to  learn  the  mission  plan.  They 
are  thus  able  to  make  referrals  and  repre- 
sent the  Church  to  the  many  visitors  attend- 
ing the  Hill  Cumorah  Pageant,  Aug.  7-10. 


‘Do  What  Has  To  Be  Done’ 
Simpson  Tells  Studentbody 


“Do  what  has  to  be  done  in 
spite  of  personal  convictions  and 
preferences,”  said  Bishop  Robert 
L.  Simpson,  1st  counselor  to  the 
Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints. 

The  statement  was  made  at  the 
weekly  BYU  devotional  assembly 
held  in  the  Joseph  Smith  Audi- 
torium Thursday. 

BISHOP  SIMPSON  brought  a 
greeting  from  President  David 
O.  McKay  and  a reassurance 
that  in  spite  of  his  89  years.  Pres. 
McKay  is  bigger  and  better  men- 
tally, and  spiritually  than  ever 
before. 

The  size  of  man  was  compared 
to  the  earth  and  said  to  be  as  a 
reed  in  comparison  to  other  crea- 
tures. However,  Bishop  Simpson 
pointed  out  that  man  is  a think- 
ing reed  and  with  that  ability  to 
reason  and  think  which  makes 
him  more  like  God  comes  an  ob- 
ligation to  use  it  well. 

Quoting  the  scripture,  “This  is 
my  work  and  my  glory  to  bring 
to  pass  the  immortality  and  eter- 
nal life  of  man,”  Bishop  Simpson 
correlated  the  fact  that  we  do 
have  a right  to  try  and  reach 
the  moon.  Since  we  are  endowed 
with  a probing  mind  we  should 
continue  to  probe  and  think  as 
long  as  the  Lord  allows  us  to. 

“THERE  IS  always  a fence 
just  6 inches  higher  and  may  we 
learn  well  anything  and  every- 
thing,” he  said. 

Bishop  Simpson  pointed  out 
that  there  are  many  things  yet 
to  be  revealed  and  it  is  very  like- 
ly that  the  Lord  would  rather 
work  through  one  holding  the 
priesthood  than  someone  else.  It 
was  in  this  way  that  he  stressed 
the  importance  of  education  for 
the  young  people  of  the  Church. 

“Knowledge  correlated  with 
life  and  truth  of  the  gospel  is 
important  to  growth  for  eternal 
life.” 

OUR  OBLIGATION  in  reach- 
ing the  celestial  kingdom  is  much 
like  a three-legged  stool.  Without 
one  of  the  legs  it  falls.  The  three 
legs  are  mental,  physical  and 
spiritual.  We  should  learn,  keep 
physically  fit  and  temper  all  with 
trutii  and  light,  according  to 
Bishop  Simpson.

kingdom  and  that  because  of  the 
free  agency  given  to  the  people, 
some  will  fail  to  meet  their  line 
of  fore-ordination.

The  Hill  Cumorah  Pageant  is 
an  elaborate  panorama  of  events 
taken  from  the  history  of  pre- 
Columbus  America  as  recorded 
in  the  Book  of  Mormon.  It  re- 
lates to  how  a small  colony  of 
people,  divinely  led,  came  to  this 
continent  just  prior  to  the  fall 
of  Jerusalem  in  600  B.C. 

This  group  was  guided  across 
the  ocean  to  the  Americas.  The 
record  of  the  great  nations  grow- 
ing out  of  this  small  group — 
their  alternating  devotion  and  in- 
difference to  God’s  teachings — is 
the  subject  matter  of  “America’s 
Witness  for  God.”  Attendance  at 
this  year’s  performance  of  the 
pageant  is  expected  to  be  in  ex- 
cess of  100,000.  All  parking  and 
seating  is  free. 

THE  HILL  CUMORAH  is  four 
miles  south  of  Palmyra  on  Route 
21.  “The  pageant  is  produced  in 
an  open-air  theater  on  the  hill 
itself.

Provo  is  a small  community  to  be  the 
“home”  of  a university  of  13,000  students. 
Even  though  the  business  people  have  been 
generous  in  hiring  BYU  students,  there  just 
are  not  enough  businesses  to  accommodate 
the  many  students  who  need  to  work  to  re- 
main in  college.
